“AFRICA: THE Ai aI 
CONTINENT” 


Through the generosity of the Belvedere Scientific 
Fund, the Director of the Academy was fortunate in 
being a member of a photographic-camping safari 
through East Africa in late 1969, with the accent on 
Kenya, Tanzania and Uganda. Film footage taken 
during this trip coupled with that recorded on a pre- 
vious safari in 1966 have resulted in this color mo- 
tion picture edited from a total of some 9000 feet of 
celluloid. 

Dr. Lindsay’s camera was Saihicaiy: eonbemnea in 
pointing up the remarkable diversity of animals on 
this enormous continent where the most important 
aggregations of wildlife and the finest of national 
parks and preserves exist. The number of animals in 
East Africa is incredible. This savanna community 
is a priceless relic of the crest of the age of mammals. 
Both subjectively and scientifically the African big- 
game landscape is one of the most imposing ecologi- 
cal communities on earth. 

There is a host of African animals captured in 
their natural, colorful state: antelope, hippo, rhino, 
giraffe, zebra, wildebeest, lion, elephant, warthog, 
hyena and leopard. Birds are not neglected what with 
ostrich, secretary birds, marabou storks and fla- 
mingos caught in their wild, wonderful beauty.

Own May 1, the Academy 
had the fianbr of playing host to members of the 
U.S. House of Representatives Select Subcommittee 
on Education and their public hearings on legislation 
to help schools teach environmental education. The 
day-long hearings, chaired by Congressman John 
Brademas (D-Ind) with co-sponsors Ogden Reid 
(Rep-NY) and Orval Hansen (Rep-Idaho), held in 
Morrison Auditorium, were also concerned with cur- 
riculum development and teacher training as well as 


grants to mass media to develop environmental 
materials.

Boulding, economist of the University of Colorado; 
California Congressman Jeffery Cohelan (D-Ala- 
meda); Michael McCloskey, executive director of the
